“Dady is seven months behind in his 
contract,” Assistant City Engineer W. 

“He says he 
is having trouble getting stone, but we 
have given hi: all the time we possi- 
bly could, and are getting no tangible 
results.” 

The Peachtree plant should have 
been completed months ago, but the 
sewer committee extended the contracts 
six months from June to December, 
1912. In December Contractor Dady 
asked for, another extension to June, 
1913. 

Chief Clayton has been after the con- 
tractor to get 
month. When Dady asked 
cil for the last extension it was on the 
plea that he could not get more than 
thirty carloads of rock per month from 
the quarry at Stone Mountaln. It Is 
understood that he made a contract 
with a Macon firm to deliver to him 
t00 carloads a month. 

Won't Get Through in Time. 

According to Assistant Chief Han- 
sell, Dady has not been receiving more 
than thirty “arloads, and at that rate 
he will never be able to complete the 
contract in June. Chier Clayton has 
suggested that Dady make arrange- 
ments for storing the small rock, and 
crush the large concrete rock ‘on the 
plant site.

Therefore, when 18-year-old Kate 
Whitenburg, vivacious and _ daring, 
Started a popular and catchy song be- 
fore Judge Broyles vesterday after- 
noon,and added a‘ mild turkey trot for 
good measure, the recorder ordered her 
instantly to prison, where he advised 
her to try it on the prisoners. 

Kate was arrested Sunday night. She 
had championed a cute little kitten in 
an Italian delicatessen store when a 
medical student refused to stop ptnch- 
ing its tail. Persuasion failing, Kate 
punched the young man in the eye. 

Her attack upon the student result- 
ed in a lively fight. The delicatessen 
man called the police. After Kate had 
blacked her antagonist’s eye. and had 
emerged from the fracas with a crim- 
son nostril, the officers arrived. 

Monday afternoon she was brought 
before the recorder on charges of 
drunken and disorderly conduct. She 
told the judge that a man who'd pinch 
a kitten’s tail ought to be punched in 
the eye, and suggested that she be 
freed for taking the cat’s part. She 
was fined $25.75, however, and while 
further investigation was being made 
into her case she was temporarily 
shoved aside, toward the end of the 
rostrum.

ARCHBALD DRIVEN 
FROM U. S. BENCH 
FOR HICH CRIMES 


Judge Impeached on Five of 
the Thireen Charges 


CIVIL DEATH FOR ARCHBALD 


He Can Not Hold Any Public Position 
of Honor or Trust---Son Told 
Him of Fate.

Washington, January 13.—Robert W. 


fArchbald, of Scrantan,. Pa., for twenty- 


nine years an occupant of judicial po- 
sitions upon the Pennsylvania state 
bench, the federal district bench and 
the United States commerce court, was 
today adjudged guilty by the United 
States senate of “high crimes and mis- 
demeanors;” was stripped of his office 
and forever disqualified from holding 
positions of public honor or public 
trust. 

The conviction and judgment came 
as the conclusion of the impeachment 
trial that has been pending in the 
senate ‘since last summer on charges 
that Judge Archbald had been guilty 
of misconduct and misbehavior as a 
judge and that he had corruptly used 
his judicial power to further the pri- 
vate interests of himself. and his 
friends, in the acquisition of coal land 
properties in Pennsylvania, 

Guilty on Five Counts. 

Upon five of the thirteen separate 
charges brought against him by the 
hous of representatives Judge Arch- 
bald was found guilty. Upon the other 
eight the senate voted him not guilty, 
the majority in some cases being 
against: him, but failing of the two- 
thirds necessary for conviction. Any 
one of the five verdicts of guilty was 
enough to bring about the punishment 
imposed upon him. 

The end of the long-fought struggle 
in the senate came early in the after- 
noon, when the vote was taken on the 
first article of impeachment. With 
gallery doors locked to prevent the 
movement of spectators, and an un- 
accustomed hush prevailing through- 
out the. chamber, sixty-eight members 
rose in their places as their names 
were called and pronounced the word 
“guilty” in almost inaudible tones.

In Naming Only Progressives for’

Trenton, N. J., January 13.—Govern- 
or Wilson, for whom the majority of 
the states in the union today officially 
cast their electoral votes for the presi- 
dency, proclaimed in a speech to the 
New Jersey presidential electors that 
he interpreted his election as the dis- 
tinct expression of the progressive im- 
country. 


“T shall not be acting as a partisan 
when J] pick out progressives and only 
progressives to aid me,’ the governor 
said, in analyzing the spirit that he 
said had produted his election. 


The governor predicted no division 
in the ‘counsels of the- democratic 
party, but foresaw solidarity. ‘These 
democrats,” he said, “who hitherto 
have been slow to align themselves 
with the progressive banner of the 
party are everywhere yielding. ‘The 
business men of the country, too, are 
swinging around to an unselfish and 
broader view of their duties to ths 
people.” 

The speech was delivered at a lunch- 
eon given for the electors by the dem- 
ocratic State committee just before tha 
official ballot was cast. 
last Dr. Wilson its scheduled to make 
before his inauguration. 

Definite Action by the Peopte. 

“T feel that it would be unbecoming 
in me,” he said, “not to make a speech 
today. I feel that it would be unbe- 
coming to speak in any other tone 
than that of a man who believes that 
he is speaking for the men with whom 
he is associated. Some men have been 
slow to observe, but the majority have 
seen that the people of the United 
States have taken a definite choice, I 
happen to be one of the instruments 
through whom that choice is expressed, 
but I am for the time, and that chotce 
is for the long future. 


“The people of the United States 


have turned their faces in a definite 
direction and any party, any man who 
does not go with them in that diree- 


tion, they will reject and they ought to | 


reject. 

“Therefore, in looking forward to the 
responsibilites that I am about to as- 
sume I feel first, last and all the time 
that I am acting in a representative 
capacity. I am bidden to interpret as 
well as I can the purposes of the peo- 
ple of the United States and to act, so 
far as my choice determines, the ac- 
tion, only through the instrumentality 
of persons who also repreesnt that 
choice. I have no liberty in the mat- 
ter. I have given bonds; my sacred 
honor is involved, and nothing more 
could be involved. Therefore, I shall 
not be acting as a partisan when I pick 
out progressives, and only progress- 
ives. I shall be acting as a represent- 
ative of the people of this great coun- 
try. And, therefore, it is a matter of 
supreme pleasure to me to find in 
every direction as I turned about from 
one group of men to another, that 
men’s minds and men’s consciences and, 
men’s purposes are ‘yielding to 
great impulse that now moves 
whole people of the United States. 


No Democratic Divisions. 


“T do not foresee any serious di- 
visions of counsel in the democratic 
party as a national body. On the con- 
trary, I find every evidence of solidar- 
ity. I see. every evidence that men 
who have not hitherto yielded their 
argument to the movement of the age 
are now about to yield their argument.

No woman could have better used 
her social gifts and power than did 
Mrs. Harry C. White, of Athens, whose 
passing, in Augusta, Ga, yesterday, 
deprived the Georgia Federation of 
Women's clubs of their leader, and de- 
prived the state of one of its most dis- 


, tinguished women. 


Mrs. White was a woman who elo- 


iquently illustrated the meaning of so- 


cial power, and the good there is fn 
it. She proved that, through the influ- 
ences of society in the drawing room, 
society-at-large could be benefited, and 
fulfill its highest function. 

She had a real chivalry of spirit, a 
fearlessness and strength of character 
which, combined with a peculiar gen- 
tleness and tenderness, made of her a 
woman who was a. blessing to her 
home, to her community, to her state, 
and to the youth and citizenship of her 
state, who have Known her to love 
her for forty years. 


Her Service to Humanity. 


was a care to her which 
was a service to humanity, and she 
lived to relieve of care those whom 
she loved, and the countless ones who 
called her friend. ‘As the individual 
woman, her influence was first feit 
when she came to Georgia a bride, and 
became one of the prominent women in 
the Classic City, while her husband 
was a member of the faculty of the 
university. With the same good will 
and co-operative spirit that made her 
the most efficient of leaders in the 
public activities of the women of 
Georgia she threw herself into her 
part of her husband's career. She moth- 
ered the boys who came under his dl- 
rection, and her home became the 
center of their better social interests. 

Many a one «mong  Georgia’s 
younger citizenship of today will recall 
with grateful memory that within her 
drawing room, and under her cheering 
social direction he met his first sweet- 
heart, and that he found in her the 
confidante of his first romance. Wheth- 
er in joy or sorrow, she could be 
sought out as a friend. Youth loved 
her, and she in her love of the beauti- 
fu] and the true, loved youth. She 
preserved within her own breast, and 
had a spirit of buoyancy and joy that 
radiated wherever she appeared, 
whether at a public meeting, a social 
gathering or in a hospital ward. 

She was among the first women of 
the state to see that the time for wom- 
en to organize for public good had 
come, and she was among the charter 
members of the first patriotic organi- 
gation of the new south. She was a 
member of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, of the National 
Society of Colonial Vames, and she in- 
spired the organization of clubs, cul- 
tural and philanthropic, among the 
women of Athens she was a charter 
member ef the Athens Woman's Club, 
has been for several years president of 
the Atheng branch of tr» Young Wom- 
an’s Christian association, only giv- 
ing this office up when called by the 
women of her state to lead them in 
the very broad movement of the Geor- 
gia federation, an orscnization which 
now has in it 160 different organiza- 
tions, representing practically every 
line of work in which women c¢an 
make themselves useful. 


Her Work as Club Leader. 


At the recent meeting of the feder- 
ation holding in Atlanta, she presided, 
and her annual report indicated a club 
growth of marvelous quickness, 
one that, far from centering in 
cities and” prosperous townships, 
found its way into the rural and 
mountain districts. She went to the 
women of the state whom she thought 
needed her. She had visited clubs in 
all the districts, and had urged their 
federation with that warmth of spirit 
which was hers, and several weeks ago 
had the happiness to draw into the 
federation the women’s clubs of Sa- 
vannah, through their recently organ- 
ized City federation. 

She had made the dominant note 
message to club women this 
year a livelier interest in the schools: 
a keener insight into health condi- 
tions, and better sanitation, and above 
all a closer study of all that pertained 
to the betterment of the home in its 
relation to the community. Through the 
all society has its uplift, she 
urged, and she splendidly practiced the 
principle in the beauty and spirit of 
her own home.

Deep sorrow will be visited upon thou- 
sands of Georgians of every age and station 
by the sudden and unwarned death of Mrs. 
H. C. White, of Athens. She had gone to 
Augusta, apparently in excellent health, in 


the Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs. 
The end came without the shadow of a 
premonition. 

Mrs. White was truly a wonderful woman 
—one of fine mind, of tender heart, of quick 
and intuitive symipathies, embodying those 
most fragrant attributes of womanhood that 
draw the instinctive love and reverence of 
the man, the woman, the child brought into 
contact with them. Her labors for the or- 
ganized club women of Georgia are recog- 
nized as among the best achievements of 
that association. She gave her energies 
prodigally to the work. She was also inti- 
mately identified with the mission of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, devoting her 
most consecrated energies to the perpetua- 
tion of the better traditions of the “lost 
cause.” In her church work she has for 
years been a leader, as she was in every 
walk of charity and humanity.

CONCRETE CONSERVATION. 

A dispatch from Washington to the ef- 
fect that the government has acquired a 
45,000-acre tract in North Georgia and 
South Carolina for the purpose of protect- 
ing the sources of the Savannah river, is 
a reminder of the quiet but methodical 
manner in which conservation is being 
made concrete in the Appalachian states. 

Since the recent passage of the ena- 
bling act and appropriation, the national 
forest reservation commission has made 
little noise, but has plodded steadily toward 
its goal. It already has several strategic 
tracts in its possession, and is negotiating 
for others. In the case of the Savannah 
river, it was especially important that ac- 
tion be taken as quickly as possible. The 
report of the commission shows that the 
forest land purchased is so located that its 
preservation is indispensable to the future 
navigability of this stream. 

It is to be hoped that congress will soon 
see its way to widen the powers and in- 
crease the funds of the commission. If we 
are to look out for posterity, as well as 
ourselves, the time to attack the work is 
now.

Another Native 
- Son in Senate

Georgia will have another native son in 
the United States senate when the Colorado 
legislature next week elects Ex-Governor 
Charles Spalding Thomas to fill out the unex- 
pired term of the late Senator Hughes. 

The other Georgia Crackers in that body 
are Senator Bacon, Senator Fletcher, from 
Florida, and Senator R. M. Johnston, of Texas, 
who is filling out Joe Bailey’s term until 
March 4, proximo. 

Charlie Thomas, as we who were his 
school chums used to know him, was born at 
Darien on the sixth of December, 1849, and 
grew up there, I think, until the perils of 
the war elong the coast forced the family to 
refugee to Bibb county. It was there that 
I first knew him and learned to admire his 
fine intellect and sterling qualities of char- 
acter. He was nearly two years my elder, 
and I naturally looked upon-.him as a senior 
and leader. 

My recollection is that the Thomas par- 
ents were either northern people, or had 
northern connections and sympathies, but 
under the pressure of our war-like environ- 
ment at the time, Charlie, like the other 
boys, absorbed a large stock of belligerency 
and fretted to be big enough to quit school 
and join the army. Any one of us felt savr- 
age enough to “lick a pack of Yankees” any 
morning before breakfast, if only our mam- 
mies would let us go to it! 

But when Stoneman’'s raid suddenly men- 
aced Macon and a tolerable gang of us sap- 
ling youngsters were haledtothat old church 
on Fourth street that was used as a store- 
house for captured accoutrements, and each 
of us was geared up with soldier harness 
and given a gun that we could scarcely hold 
horizontal for a second, I do not remember 
that Charlie was in the line-up. Maybe his 
mother wouldn't let him! 

Or, he may have been witn another squad 
that got their arms out at Findlay’s foundry. 

Anyway, with or without Charlie, we were 
marched across the pontoon bridge to East 
Macon, and strung along a rail fence run- 
ning down eastward from Fort Hawkins to 
the river—and of course we captured Stone- 
man instead of his capturing us! 

Harry Crisp, brother of our lamented 
Speaker Crisp, and uncle of Congressman 
Crisp, was my captain that day. He was 
home from the army on a furlough to visit 
his father and mother, then managing the 
theater in Macon. Harry was a fine fellow 
every way. He perished in the Brooklyn the- 
ater fire some years after the war closed. 

The Thomas family removed from Geor- 
gia to Michigan after the war, and Charles 
graduated in law at the University of Michi- 
Zan in 1871. He went west at once to Colo- 
rado and, but for five years spent in Lead- 
ville, has been one of the leading lawyers 
of Denver. 

He was democratic governor of Colorado 
from 1889 to 1901, was for a dozen years a 
member of the democratic national commit- 
tee, and in the recent election was the choice 
in the senatorial primary to fill out the term 
of the late Senator Hughes, whose seat has 
been vacant for two years, because the leg- 
islature could not agree upon a man to fill 
the place.

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TITUS OATES’ 
INVENTED CONSPIRACY 


Titus Oates, one of the biggest criminals 
in English history, had a career which was 
as picturesque as it was varied. His chief 
mania was to stir up the people through 
foisting upon them stories of conspiracies 
against the government and the king, all of 
which were inventions pure and simple on 
the part of Oates. The conspiracies of which 
he told,- never existed, and yet his stories 
contained so much that was plausible that 
he did not have very great difficulty in mak- 
ing at least the big majority of the English 
people believe them. 

The lies he told were the means of bring- 
ing many innocent people to death, and upon 
one occasion at least he had the whole kKing- 
dom in the greatest excitement. This was 
when he reported that there was a gigantic 
plot at work to murder the King of England, 
Charles II., and to start a general massacre. 

Oates was the son of an English weaver, 
but he switched from this trade to the min- 
istry. This change he deemed would be of 
advantage to further his schemes. The Bap- 
tist church drove him out on account of per- 
jury, whereupon, through influence, he be- 
came a chaplain in the British navy. He car- 
ried on his nefarious falsifying in this serv- 
ice, from which he was dismissed for gross 
misconduct and from there he went to study 
for the priesthood in a Jesuit college. 

The college authorities found Oates to be 
vidious, hypocritical and worthless, and, they, 
too, dismissed him in disgrace. Having been 
born in 1620, he thus found himself in 1678. 
at the age of 58, cast upon the world to pick 
up a living by his wits. Flung into the world 
as a mere adventurer, he returned to Eng- 
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land and concocted the story of the famous 
“Popish Plot,” referred to above. 

Oates alleged that the plot was formed by 
the Jesuits and Roman Catholics for the pur- 
pose of murdering the king and subverting 
the Protestant religion. Godfrey, a justice of 
the peace to whom Oates gave evidence, was 
found dead in a ditch and the Papists were 
accused of his murder, though nothing trans- 
pired to substantiate the charge. Parliament 
met soon afterwards, and the commons passed 
a bill to exclude Catholics from both houses. 

Oates received a pension, and this encour- 
aged Bedloe, a noted thief and imposter, to 
come forward and confirm Oates’ statements. 
He also accused several] noblemen by name of 
a design to take up arms against the king. 
Coleman, a secretary to the Duchess of York, 
a Jesuit named Ireland and others were tried, 
condemned and executed on the testimony of 
Oates and Bedloe. In 1680 Viscount Stafford 
was impeached by the commons, condemned 
by the lords and executed as an accomplice 
of the plot, on the evidence of Oates and two 
of his associates. 

King Charles was not deceived by the lies 
told by Oates regarding the plot to assasst- 
nate him. Therefore, he turned from the king 
and found willing ears among a great num- 
ber of the people, many of whom were promi- 
nent in political affairs. Panic-stricken 
Statesmen and populace alike believed their 
king’s life was really threatened, and nothing 
could check thelr belief. The nation was mad 
with excitement. 

When Charles died and James II. came to 
the throne Oates was convicted of perjury 
and a strange sentence was passed upon him. 
For state reasons it was deemed best not to 
execute him, but it was decided to put him 
to death in another fashion. He was sen- 
tenced to pay a heavy fine, then to be clapped 
into the pillory to receive a whipping, after 
which he was to be imprisoned for life. At 
one of these whippings he received 1,700 
lashes, and was so mangled that he had to be 
dragged back to prison on a sledge. But he 
was tough, and recovered in spite Of, this 
treatment. 

Three years later, when James was de- 
posed and William of Orange became king, 
one of his earliest acts was to Pardon Oates 
and to give him an ill-deserved pension of 
$1,500 a year. There is hardly any doubt that 
such plots as Oates described never existed, 
but after his pardon the old perjurer lived in 
comfort, vainly trying to stir up new plots 
now and then, for the next seventeen years, 
dying in 1705 at the age of eighty-six.

How a Prediction Made by Tilden 


Was Fulfilled

In the spring of 1877, shortly after the 
inauguration of Rutherford B. Hayes 4s pres- 
ident of the United States, Governor Samuel 
J. Tilden, whom Hayes 
had defeated by one 
vote in the _ electoral 
college, sailed for Eu- 
rope. Governor Tilden 
was somewhat weary 
from the strain of the 
presidential campaign 
and by the excitement 
occasioned by the dis- 
puted election. He felt 
that a sojourn in Eu- 
rope for five or x 
months would restore 
his mental] and physical 
health® He had not vis- 
ited Europe for years. , 

Upon Governor Til- 
den’s return. early in 
September, I called upon 
him with a letter of in- 
troduction from Charles A. Dana, then editor 
of The New York Sun. It was the afternoon 
of the day of Governtior Tilden’s arrival in 
New York. With a few friends he ate lunch- 
eon at his home in Gramercy Park, in New 
York, and after an hour or two, was alone, 
I was shown into the governor's library. I 
found him seated before a fime, for the day 
was raw. He toasted his stockinged feet 
upon the fender, and he Dade me draw my 
chair close to his. 

Governor Tilden put many questions to 
me for the purpose of learning had 
been done in the field of politics during the 
time he was in Europe. He was particularly 
interested in the activity of Senator Roscoe 
Conkling in attempting to establish, as Til- 
den thought, a faction of the republican 
party in opposition to President Hayes. 

After having heard all he cared to know 
about politics, Governor Tilden said: 

“T have a message, entirely non-partisan, 
which I am anxious to communicate to the 
American people. I have not yet decided 
what form that communication shall take. I 
may make it at the time of a reception or 
friendly gathering, which, I understand, Is 
to take place in front of my house in the 
course of a day or two. You may, however, 
if you care to do so, anticipate what I am 
to say. 

“Tf learned, when in Europe, that the great 
opportunity for the United States is to create 
a market for its yellow corn or maize. I do 
not mean by that that the corn is to be ex- 
ported as it comes from the stalk. What I 
would like to see done would be the estab- 
lishment in some of the larger cities of the 
continent of Europe and of Great Britain 
of stations over which Americans would pre- 
sfie where the very delectable uses to which 
Indian meal can be put for food ean be 
taught to these people across the seas. 

“They do not understand the uses to 
which we put Indian corn. They regard it as 
a food fit chiefly for cattle and horses. | 
think that, with proper instruction, in the 
course of a few years the exportations of our 
Indian corn products, not in the form of 
meat, but in nutritious and excellent meal, 
wauld enormously increase. That of itself 
would stimulate much greater production of 
Indian corn. 

“Now, I want to make a prediction. Indian 
corn is to be the greatest agricultural staple 
that the United States will produce. In the 
course of a few years it will. in money value, 
greatly exceed that of cotton. Furthermore, 
while cotton production is confined entirely 
to the sub-tropical states, Indian corn can be 
raised successfully in almost every part of 
our union. I predict that the day is not far 
distant when Texas will be found producing 
Indian corn in enormous quantities, and, al- 
though I am too old to see the day, yet there 
are men now of middle life, or in young 
manhood, at least, who, I am convinced, will

A chautauqua is an institution of learning 
which uses everyday fresh air instead of col- 
lege atmosphere.

“Talent” is sold by the lecture bureaus, and 
comes in $52, $100, $500 and $1,000 lots. A 
Plain orator can be secured for $50—an orator 
with a press agent for $100. Ordinary con- 
gressmen bring $200 if lively, and governors 
and senators of the first grade get $500. 
The highest class of talent gets 31,000 a 
night, and consists of great ministers, great 
curiosities and William J. Bryan.

Washington, January 13—The treas- 
ury department's tentative plan for 
the reorganization of the customs 
service, it was learned today, contem- 
plates the abolition of all customs 
naval officers and surveyors of cus- 
toms, confining the port administra- 
tion to collectors and deputy collec- 
tors. 

It also is the department's intention 
to deprive the collectors at ports along 
the great lakes and the Canadian bor- 
der of their present perquisites for the 
sale of: manifest blanks and to turn 
this revenue into the treasury. At 
some of the smallest ports where the 
salary of the collector is 
fees from the sale of manifests are 
believed by officials to raise their 
compensation to a large amount, even 
$15,000 or $20,000 in some instances. 
At New York and at all actual sea- 
ports the collector, years ago, lost the 
returns from the sale of manifests. 

When former President Chester A. 
Arthur was collector at New York he, 
like others, was paid on a commission 
and fee basis and his compensation !s 
said to have reached over $100,000 a 
year. This situation drew the atten- 
tion of congress and all “seaports” 
were placed on a strictly salery basis. 
The principle, however, has never been 
extended to some lake and Canadian 
border ports. 

The abolition of the naval officer 
will mark the passing of one of the 
most historic characters.in the cervice 
of the United States. He is a relic of 
the colonial days. When America was 
part of the British empire a local man 
was appointed as a collector of cus- 
toms at the various ports and the king 
of England sent over a naval officer 
as his personal representative to check 
up the operations of the collector. The 
position thus had its beginning and 
the duties of the naval officer have 
frown until treasury officials claim 
that he amounts to a second collector. 
These seven ports have naval officers: 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Chicago, New Orleans and San 
Francisco. The salary at New York 
is $8,000 and at the others $5,000. 

In reducing the existing 165 cus- 
toms districts to less than fifty, the 
treasury department's plan provides 
for placing each district in charge of 
a collector and each port in charge 
of a deputy collector. No existing 
port will be abolished and many sub- 
ports will be made ports.

Another Sensation Is Sprung 
Regarding Qil Letters 


Stewart, Employed by Foraker, Swears 
He Was Robbed of Papers in 
Chicago Examiner Office. 


Washington, January 13.—A_ story 


'of how copies of letters from John D. 


Archbald to former Senator Foraker 
and other public men were taken from 
the Standard Oil company’s offices at 
26 Broadway, New York, by W. W. 
Winkfield and Charles Stump, negro 
messengers, employed by the compa- 
ny, was told the senate campaign 
fund investigating committee today by 
Gilchrist Stewart, a negro law clerk. 

Stewart said he was employed by Mr. 
Foraker to investigate whether cer- 
tain alleged photographic copies of 
letters published were forgeries. 
Winkfield was foung in Chicago, Stew- 
art said, and told him a story of how 
he and Stump took copies of letters 
from the Standard Oi! files and dis- 
posed of them to a representative of 
The New York American. 

While in Chicago on December 21, 
Stewart declared, he wag kidnaped Dy 
“gangsters,” taken to the offices of 
The Chicago Examiner and robbed of 
a number of letters and papers, in- 
cluding two letterg to him from former 
Senator Foraker. The witness gave a 
circumstantial account of his efforts to 
escape from the “gangsters’’ who had 
searched the house in which he was 
stopping and a hotel, and of the al- 
leged scene in The Examiner office. 
The men who kidnaped him, he sald, 
told him they were policemen, exhib- 
ited what purported to be warrants 
and attempted to make him Delieve 
The Examiner office was a police sta- 
tion.

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CALLING MAN AN ASS 
LEGAL IN SWITZERLAND 


Zurich, January 13.—It is lawful in 
Switzerland to call a man an ass, 
either in anger or otherwise, accord- 
ing to a decision by the Cantonal tri- 
bunal here today. The court declined 
to award damages in a suit arising out 
of a quarrel between two prominent 
citizens. 


Co-operation on a Great Scale. 


The annual report’of the New York 
Life Insurance Company for the year 
1912 shows that about eight hundred 
thousand persons, holding over one 
million insurances (1,051,980 to be ex- 
act) are co-operating for the noblest 
ends, namely, provision for. their 
families if they die prematurely, and 
provision for their own old age if they 
live long. It is co-operation on a 
scientific basis—the factors being 
physical condition, moral character, 
and money paid in. Their contracts 
call for the payment of a fabulous 
sum—in case of death while they are 
in forece—two thousand one hundred 
and sixty-nine million dollars. Sup- 
pose they were all to die within a 
year! This supposition brings out the 
scientific basis of life insurance, 
namely, that they will not all die in 
one year, and that the Company is 
able to say in advance approximately 
how many will die each year until all 
are dead. Some will surely die each 
year, and they will not be—Save in a 
few cases—the oldest nor those who 
are the most feeble at the beginning 
of the year. The number dying tn 
1912 was about nine thousand and the 
Company paid their families and 
estates over twenty-five million dol- 
lars. That was the provision these 
eight hundred thousand people made 
for their families in case of death. 

The provision made for old age, or 
for themselves while living, was 
represented by $6,167,077 paid in ma- 
tured endowments, $1,570,503 paid in 
annuities, $12,959,577 paid in accumu- 
lations upon contracts surrendered, 
and $11,436,686 paid in dividends—the 
latter being really reductions from 
the contract price. This contract 
price was made sufficiently large to 
cover all contingencies, with the pro- 
vision that the price should be ad- 
justed to the cost when the actual 
cost should be know'n. 

The number of co-operators added 
to the Company during the year was 
about eighty thousand, and their con- 
tracts call for the payment, in case of 
death while they are in force, of near- 
ly two hundred million dollars. This 
number might easily have been larger, 
but for the legal limit placed upon 
new contracts of this kind by the 
State of New York. The Company’s 
limit will be considerably larger in 
1913, owing to the economy with 
which its business is transacted.

London, January 13.—The. British 
government is to pay to the National 
Telephone company of the United 
Kingdom the sum of $62,576.32 
property, according to aie decision 
reached by the railway and canal com- 
mission, sitting as a court of arbitra- 
tion. 

The whole of the telephone system 
in the British isles passed into the 
hands of the state on January 1, 1912.

It had been expected bv stock ex- 
change experts, however, that the com- 
pany would receive from $80,000,000 to

of the award fell from 141 to 109. 

The arbitration has been one of the 
most important in the history of the 
country.

tion made by W. J. Lowenstein, chair: | 
man of the public safety committee ; 
of the chamber of commerce. 
Following the similar accident two 
weeks ago which cost the life of Theo 
Hoffman. also only 5 years old, the 
public safety committee at once began 
an investigation of the system of 
street car fenders in use by the At- 
lanta company. Chairman Lowenstein 
left for the north ten days ago on @ 
business trip, and while gone “e in- 
vestigated the system of fenders in 
use In many northern citles, with the 
result that he is in position to declare 
that the fenders on Atlanta street 
cars ought to have been changed for 


improved models long ago. 
Mr. Lowenstein returned to Atlanta 
Monday morning and the first thing 


he saw on picking up the morning 
paper was the account of the death of 
Maxie Katz, the little son of Louls 5. 
Katz, of 61 Kelly street, Who was run 
down and crushed to death in front 
of his own home Sunday. The car 
had no fender—only a wheel guard, 
which did no good. 

“Concerning the death of the Katz 
child,” sald Mr. Lowenstein Monday, 
“it is my opinion that, from the na- 
ture of the accident as has been re- 
ported to me, the death could have 
been prevented by having the proper 
kind of a fender attached to the 
street Car. 

“Such fenders as have come under 
my observation in other cities are in 
the shape of a pick-up arrangement 
with a cushion effect, which ihe body 
is likely to be thrown against, thereby 
lessening the jar. This is the fender 
that is in use in Atlantic City. Other 
fenders have been recommended and 
will ‘be investigated and will be 
brought to the attention of the com- 
mittee on public safety at its next 
meeting. 

“IT have received a letter from W. H. 
Glenn, vice president of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, express- 
ing his hearty approval of the co- 
operation the committee is lending.” 

The public safety committee will 
accordingly be called together at an 
early date to receive the report of 
Chairman Lowenstein on his investi- 
gation in other cities and to discuss 
the situation in Atlanta with a view 
to reaching some idea for the better 
protection of the citizens of Atlanta 
from street car accidents.

Umptiring in the minors is far from 
an enviable position.

Mercer is conducting a campaign 
against violations of the shad laws 
of the state. 

The shad season has just opened and 
before the season progresses too far 
Mr. Mercer going to visit points 
along all of the fresh water streams.

There is a law which provides that 
half of any stream shall be left open 
for the running of shad at all time. 
At present, says the commissioner, the 
fishermen at the mouth of streams 
stretch their nets across it entirely, 
and in this way prevent the fish from 
zoing to the interior of the state, 
which is an injustice to the interior 
fishermen. There are various other 
violations, he believes, which yearly 
reduce the number of shad in Georgia 
streams. and he is going to see that 
the laws against them are enforced.

Of the ten men who have been im- 
peached before the senate since the 
organization of the government, Judge 
Archbald is the third to be convicted, 
and the only one convicted who ap- 
peared *o make a personal defense 
against charges.

‘The constitutional remedy of the 
people for the recall of federal judges 
has been tested in the balance of the 
times and found not wanting,” said 
Wrisley Brown, special assistant to the 
attorney general tonight. “In my 
opinion the judgment of the senate in 
the trial of this impeachment will 
mark an epoch in American jurispru- 
dence, and the case will go down in 
history as one of the great landmarks 
of the law.”
